How 
much can we build up our defenses without 
weakening our economy? 

Our government must atftke an accurate 
balance If the world U to Uve la aafety. But 
there are not too many defhilte figures to 
help It In arriving at a total. Wa know that 
our goal Is peace, not aggression. We know 
that Soviet Russia, no mstter how devious 
—— »nd hypocritical Ita tacMca. hat nerer really 
abandoned Its courae toward world revolu- 
tion. We know that our weakness, economic 
or mUIUry, wlu ipur Ruaslan efforts toward 
that revolution. 

After that come uncertainties. Our govern- 
ment Is not agreed on whether our mlllUry 
atrength Is yet at a minimum level of safety. 
Hu joint chiefs of staff want about M.DOO,- 
000,000 more for the 19M mUltary budget 
than Mr. Truman Is willing to recommend. 
But In reaching a final figure It wUl have to 
b« rfmembered that "the capacity for mak- 
ing war Is not separable from economics " 
" " It U near that a severe business recession

oet our domestic economy. It would vindicate
